The Board of Trustees of the Institution 
for the Deal aud Dumb, heid a meeting 
al Delavan on Monday ami Tuesday to 
look over the accounts oi that Institute, and 
to consider the question ol what plans for 
a new building would be best to submit lo 
tile Legislature. Several members of the 
State Board of Charities, aud Senator 
Richardson and Assemblyman Lawrence, 
of this county, and Assembytnan Burr 
Sprague, of Green, also vi&ilcd Delavan at 
the same time. 
The Institution was completely destroyed 
by nre on the lOih of September. The 
people of Delavan fully appreciating what 
should be done,threw open their homes 
to 
receive 
the 
inmates. 
They 
were 
comfortably 
quartered 
until 
temporary provision was made tor them 
on the grounds of the Institute. Superin­ 
tendent De Motte did not spare neither 
time nor trouble in bringing order out of 
chaos. Ile labored with well-directed en­ 
ergy a n i unflagging industry for the wel­ 
fare of the inmates. Tile Board of Trust­ 
eed! who arc practical men and ai enter­ 
prising as they are practical, fully compre­ 
hended the situation of affairs when they 
saw the elegant Institute for the Deaf aud 
Dumb in ruins. Influenced by a desire to 
do that which was best for the deaf and 
dumb, as well as best for the State, they 
ordered temporary buildings erected on 
the old grounds, so that the scholars could 
ic led and lodged together, aud the school 
continue its regular work. 
They have 
taken the money appropriated last winter 
for current expenses, aud have put up 
euch structures as will suit the purpose 
until the main building eau bo erected. 
Adopting tins plan, which all fair-minded 
men must consider a wise one, Superin­ 
tendent De Motte was enabled to continue 
the school without much delay, but of 
course with more or lees inconvenience 
and annoyance. The amount already ex­ 
pended by the Board or Trustees is be­ 
tween $12,000 and $13,000. 
Under all the 
circumstances there certainly can be no 
hesitation on the part of the Legislature to 
reimburse the Board, neither should there 
be any unnecessary delay in making pro­ 
vision lor the rebuilding of the Institution. 
There is a question connected with the 
rebuilding which is being discussed by 
some ol the State papers, and which should 
be noted. Now that the Institution has 
been destroyed, they are advising a change 
in the location. There are some who want 
the Edgewood property at Madison, con­ 
verted into a Deaf and Dumb Asylum. 
T hu Is done, it is claimed, on the score of 
economy, whereas a careful calculation 
will prove that it will be much cheaper to 
rebuild at Delavan than to attempt a con­ 
version of the Edgewood property into that 
kind of an institution. 
But laying aside 
all such considerations, and coming direct­ 
ly to the question of justice, there should 
not be a moment’s hesitation on the part 
of the Legislature in rebuilding at the 
earliest possible time at Delavan. 
The 
location is a beautiful one. 
It is as good 
to all intents and purposes, as ciu be found 
in the State. There are about thirty acres 
of ground owned by the State, all of which 
is properly fenced. 
There are already 
some valuable buildings on the grouim 
if filch arc needed, and which would have 
to be built were the location changed. 
Then, again, if would be an act of great 
injustice to Delavan and its people to re­ 
move it from its present place. It is a help 
to the town, and because the Institution- 
was located there, many bought property, 
improved it, and made it their home, and 
now to rob the town of its pride would be 
a wrong which no Legislature should com ­ 
mit. To remove the Institution for the 
Deaf 
and 
Dumb under the 
circum­ 
stances, 
would 
be 
a 
dan­ 
gerous 
precedent 
to 
establish. 
It 
woald give none of our Slate Institutions a 
permanent location. But there is hardly a 
probability of the removal drawing out 
serious discussion. The best interests ot 
the State demand that the Institution shall 
be rebuilt on the old site, and we believe 
the Legislature will act accordingly. 
The Board of Trustees have adopted 
plans for a new building,drawn by Super­ 
intendent De Motte, and approved by Mr. 
M n, the architect, of Milwaukee. 
The 
plans will be submitted to the Legislature, 
and there appears to be no reason why 
they should not be adopted.

KIND HEARTED LINCOLN. 


More A necdoteh of th e G reat W ar 
P re sid e n t 
from L elan d ’** L ife o f 
L incoln. 


Mr. Lincoln was of so gentle a disposi­ 
tion that he seldom refused to sign a par­ 
don, and a weeping widow or orphan 
could always induce him to pardon the 
worst malefactors. Tho manner in which 
he w oald mingle bis humorous not only 
with serious business, but with almost 
tragic incidents was very peculiar. 
Once 
a p -or old man from Tennessee came to 
beg for the life of his son who was under 
sentence of death 
for 
desertion. 
He 
show ed his papers, and the Presided, tak­ 
ing them Kindly said he would examine 
them uud answer the applicant the next 
day. 
The old man in an agony of anxiety 
witn tears streaming, cried, “ To-morrow 
will be too late ! My son is under sentence 
of death. It must bo done now, or not at 
a ll!” The President looked sympatheti­ 
cally in the old man's face, took him by 
the hands and pensively said: 
That puts 
me in mind of a little story. 
Wait a bit. 
I’ll tell it: 
Once Gen. Fish, of Missouri, 
was a colonel, and he dispised swearing. 
When he raised his regiment in Missouri 
fie proposed to his men that he should do 
all the profanity in it. They agrccd.and for 
a long time nut a solitary swear was heard 
among them; but there was an old teamster 
named John Todd, who one day when 
driving his mules over a very bad road and 
finding them unusually obstinate could not 
restrain him self, and burst into a tremen­ 
dous display of ground and lofty swearing. 
This Was overheard Dy the colonel, who at 
once brought John to book 
*DidD€t you 
promise he said, indignantly, / ‘that I was 
to do all the swearing of the regiment V’ 
‘Yes, I did, colonel/ he replied, *but the 
truth is, the swearing had to be done then, 
or not al all, and 
you 
weren’t 
there 
to do it.' 
YVeil,” continued Mr. .Lincoln, 
as he took up a pen, "it seems that tills 
pardon has lo bu done now, or not at all, 
like Todd’s swearing, and tor fear of a 
mistake,” he added, with a kindly twinkle 
in his eye, "I guess we’ll do it at once.” 
Saying this, lie wrote a few lines which 
caused the old man to shed more tears 
when he read them, for it contained the 
pardon ot his soo. 
Holland tells me that in a letter to him 
a friend of the President's wrote: “I call­ 
ed on him in the earlier part of the war. 
He had just written a pardon for a young 
nvra who had been sentenced to be shot 
tor sleeping at his post as sentinel.” Ho 
remarked as he read it to me, "I could not 
thiuk of going into eternity with the blood 
of

young 
man 
on 
my 
skirts.” 
Then 
he 
added, 
It could not be wondered at, that a boy 
raised on a farm, probably in the habit of 
going to bed at dark, should, when re­ 
quired to w atch,fall asleep,a n a l cannot 
consent to shoot him for such an act.” This 
story has a touching continuation in the 
fact that the dead body of the youth was 
found among the slain on the field of 
Fredericksburg, wearing next his heart a 
photograph of 
the great President, be­ 
neath which was written: "God bless 
President Lincoln.” Once when a general 
went to Washington to urge the execution 
of twenty-four deserters, believing that the 
army was in danger from the frequency of 
desertion, President 
Lincoln 
replied: 
"General, there are already too many 
weeping widows in the United States. For 
God’s sake don’t ask mo to add to the num­ 
ber, tor I won’t do it.” 
Mr. Lincoln was very ingenious in find­ 
ing reasons for being merciful. On one 
occasion, a young soldier who had shown 
himself very brave in war, and had been 
severely wounded, after a lime deserted. 
Being recaptured he was under sentence of 
death 
and President Lincoln was, of 
course, petitioned for his pardon.

He 
leaves a wife and seven children, the two 
cider of whom are boys. 


The L ate Jo h n ll. C lute. 
The death of the venerable John 1). 
Clute, of New York, took place on the 9th 
instant. He was well known in Janes­ 
ville, owning a good deal oi property here, 
and having visited the city twice each 
year since 1311. Ile was a grandfather of 
Mr. Baker Woodruff, of Janesville. The 
following we take from the New York 
Evening Post, of the 12th: 
The funeral services ol John I). Clute, 
the last male descendent of the old Clute 
family, who were among the earliest Dutch 
settler*, were held this morning at his late 
home in this city, No. 44 Park avenue. 
Mr. Clute died last Sunday evening, aller 
six months’ confinement in his house, in 
his eighty-sixth year. He was born iii 
Schenectady, and his boyhood was passed 
among the quaint scenes of the life of the 
old Dutch families. 
His name was then 
spelled Kloet, and he always spoke Dutch 
with bls lather and mother. 
Mr. Clute was a private in the war of 
1312. When the war was over he came to 
New Y’ork, and in tho year 1315 became a 
salesman in the clothing house of Dissoss- 
way Brothers. Remaining there until 13J0, 
he went Into the ready-made clothing bus­ 
iness for himself rn Pearl street, in associa­ 
tion with a Quaker merchant, under the 
firm name of Allen & Cute. They carried 
on alarge and successful business until 
1SJ7, when the southern trade ceased aud 
so many clothing houses suspended. Allen 
& Cute closed their accounts then, and 
Mr. Clute has never since been in active 
business. He was a careful and well-known 
business man in his time. Few of his 
business associates survive him. In the 
years sioce 1357 be has been a large owner 
of real estate in this city aud elsewhere. 
Up to the day of his death he always main­ 
tained an office down town for his private 
transactions. Even In late years he con­ 
tinued his habit of laking long trips aoout 
the country to look after his property. Ile 
was always a very energetic man. 
In social lite ho was most agreeable. 
Seldom was he happier than when telling 
a story of old Dated days to a circle ot 
triends,and with everything which happen* 
od In this city from 1315 up to the present 
year he was perfectly familiar. He was a 
very active member of the Historical Soci­ 
ety, and for many years has been a trustee 
of the American Fur Company.
